S.O. 317 (E):—In exercise of the power conferred 
by sub-section ( 3 ) of Section 36 of Motor Vehicle Act, 
1939 , the Central Governmeat hereby accords appro¬ 
val to the registration of folio A^ing vehicle, thj maxi¬ 
mum safe laden weight of the same mentioned in 
the schedule appended hereto :--

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2. The above relaxation for the purpose of assig¬ 
ning higher weight limit in respect of the vehicle, the 
operation of the vehicle within the limits of Stats of 
Tamil Nadu as per the recommendation of the State 
Government of Tamil Nadu. 

3. The above relaxation is also subject to the 
condition that ;— 

(i) Load restrictions on various roads stipulated 

by the Public Works Departmcnt/Local 
Authorities will be observed and permission 
of such Authorities will be obtained before 
the vehicle is put on the roads. 

(ii) The loaded vehicle will not be allowed to pass 
over road structures (bridges and other cross- 
drainage structure) on the road network 
declared unsafe/wcak by the State Govern- 
nicnt/Local Authorities and the transporter 
will have to make their own arrangement 
to cross the rivcrs/nallas through bed-level 
diversions, etc., as directed by the P.W.D., 
Local Authorities. 

(iii) The fitness of pavement for the movement 
of this heavy vehicle as well as the feasibility 
of negotiating the curves especially in built 
up area, sufficiency of road width sufficiency 
of vertical clearance should be decided upon 
prior to the movement of this heavy vehicle. 
This is because the overall length, breadth, 
and height of this vehicle arc abnormal. 

(iv) The remedial measures, such as forming of 
diversion, proping or increasing the cushion 
should be done for the unsafe structures 
depending upon the prevailing side condition, 
and span lengths. These remedial measures 
should be carried out at the cost of trans¬ 
porter after getting clearance from the con¬ 
cerned Divisional Engineers of Highways and 
Rural Works Department. 

(v) On permission, advance intimation should be 

given to the concerned Divisional Engineers 
(Highways and Rural Works) regarding the 
movement of this heavy vehicle and the 
vehicle should be moved in the presence of 
the respective Assistant Divisional Engineer 
(Highways and Rural Works). 

(vi) Any damage to the structure and the road 
crust due to the movement of this heavy 
vehicle should be borne wholly by the trans¬ 
porters.

(vii) The Highways and Rural Works Department 
is not responsible for any damage that may 
be sustained either by the said combinations 
or their contents consequent during the transit. 

(viii) The company shall be responsible for all 
damages caused to the road and the road 
structures either directly or indirectly due to 
the movement of the vehicle and they shall 
be liable for all damages as assessed by the 
Highways and Rural Works Department. 

(ix) The said vehicles shall be moved without 
any hindrance to the normal flow of traffic. 

(x) All the necessary warning signals such as red 
flags in the day time and red lights in the 
night time shall be provided to indicate the 
extremetics of the vehicles clearly. 

(xi) The permission granted now .shall apply only 
to the portions of the roads lying within the 
jurisdictions of Highways and Rural Works 
Department and permission for plying their 
vehicles over roads and road structures vested 
with the local bodies and other departments 
in the route if any has to be obtained by the 
company from the concerned authorities. 

(xii) The grant of this permission to vehicle does 
not prevent the local officers of Highways 
and Rural Works department from regulating 
or stopping the movement of these vehicles 
depending upon the exigencies of the situa¬ 
tions and having regard to the condition of 
the road and road structures, 

(xiii) For such special trips the speed limit shall 
not exceed 16 KMs/hr. 

4. In case the vehicle is to be used outside the 
State of Tamil Nadu, such an operation will be with 
the prior approval of the concerned State PWD/ 
Local Bodies and on the route as may bo specified by 
the said Statc/PWD/Local Bodies, and will also be 
subject to such conditions as the State Government/ 
Local Bodies may specify for the safety of structures, 
roads, bridges, culverts and with due regard to 
safety to all road users, for which the State PWD/ 
Local Bodies and the police autlioritics will be kept 
duly informed by the operator, every time the opera¬ 
tions are affected.
